T he metal market reports say that 
the market price of tin is still adv anc­ 
ing. 
The foreign gentlemen who hav e 
cornered tin may be said to be getting 
in their work,and somewhat disastrou sly 
to the cou ntries that produ ce none 
of that mu ch-needed metal. 
There are 
a nu mber of common errors abou t tin, 
say s the Ch ica g o Times. 
One is that 
tho world’s su pply is produ ced in 
Cornwall, wdiereas Au stralia and the 
Straits of Malacca produ ce dou ble the 
amou nt annu ally mined in Cornwall. 
Bu t, u nfortu nately , Cornwall controls 
the tin produ ct of Malacca, Au stralia, 
Chili, and all the world besides. 
The 
operation by w hich this is accomplished 
is probably akin to that by which tho 
Calu met-Hecla copper mine of Su pe­ 
rior controls copper produ ction. 
It 
bou ght u p tho splendid copper mines 
of Montana and closed them down, thu s 
limiting and controlling the su pply . 
Another error is in su pposing that tin 
is not produ ced in this cou ntry . 
It 
has been profitably wmrked on three 
continents, and been fou nd in all. 
It is 
fou nd in Arizona and sev eral other lo­ 
calities of the western mining regions. 
Bu t the hu nt for gold and silv er, tho 
high cost of transportation, and the ig­ 
norance as to tho character and appear­ 
ance of the ore, as also of tho methods 
of redu cing and manu factu ring into 
sheets, hav e thu s far prov en tod any 
considerable dev elopment. 
All cru de 
tin is now transported to Swansea, 
Wales, to be manu factu red into the 
commercial article. 
The tin corner 
is likely to produ ce one good resu lt, 
howev er costly it may prov e to this 
cou ntry for the nex t ten y ears. 
It will 
compel tho produ ction and manu factu re 
of ou r nativ e tin. 
It is stated that 
measu res to this end hav o already been 
taken by a wealthy American and 
Fnglish company with reference to min­ 
ing tin in tho Black Hills, where it is 
said to ex ist in great qu antity . 
Bu t a 
railway mu st be bu ilt into the tin dis­ 
trict. 
Coke mu st be transported there 
from Pennsy lv ania. 
Great redu ction 
and rolling works mu st be bu ilt similar 
to those at Swansea. So that it may be 
two y ears before the plates and pigs, in 
any large qu antity , can be pu t u pon the 
market. _________

Wh at th e rou nd -sku lled Gael h as 
d one to th e sh ort, long-skq lled people 
wh o preced ed h im th e Sax on d id to th e 
GaeL 
He took h is tilled lau d from 
h im; in th ose d ay s it was not mu ch , 
nine-tenth s of th e island being forest 
and m arsh ; and h e gav e h im no ch ance 
of setting near h im and bringing in 
some of th e wild ct u itry . 
Th at was 
not d one till later, wh en th e monas­ 
teries, tru e agricu ltu ral colonies, set 
th e ex ample of making th e d esert smile. 
Th e conq u ered h ad noth ing to d o for it 
bu t to su bmit to slav ery or to “mov e 
on." 
If h e mov ed on with a lot of 
frieu d s h e migh t settle d own some­ 
wh ere in Wales, or on th e Cornish 
moore, or in th e wild d istrict called 
Cu mbria (Cy mri’s Dand ), from Ch ester 
to th e Solway . 
Bu t th ere wou ld gen­ 
erally be somebod y to tu rn ou t, so, if 
h e were alone or with a few, begging 
or robbing—th e two were interch ange­ 
able—was h is only resou rce. 
W h eth er or not “race” was th o cau se, 
tramps were v ery nu merou s in Sax on 
times, elso wh y th o stringent laws 
against th em ? Th en, as now, th ey h ad 
a coax ing way with th em; to wh eed le is 
from “waed lian,” to beg. 
In su mmer 
th o wood s gav e th em sh elter au d food . 
In winter th ey often starv ed , d espito 
benev olence like th at wh ich Bed o re­ 
cord s of King Oswald , wh o, feasting h is 
bish op at easier, h eard th at a crowd of 
poor wero sitting arou nd th e d oor. 
A 
silv er d ish h ad ju st been brou gh t in, 
fu ll of rare meats. 
“Take it,” said Os­ 
wald , “giv e th e food to th e poor, and 
brake u p also th o d ish into little bits so 
th at each may h av e one. ” 
Th en th e nu mbers of th e wand erers 
wou ld alway s bo recru ited from th ose 
wh o consented to remain in slav ery . 
To be a slav e u nd er th e best of masters 
mu st h av e been a try ing ch ange, and few 
masters were good , or mistresses eith er, 
in d ay s wh en a lad y th ou gh t noth ing of 
h av ing a girl Hogged tod eath for d ress­ 
ing h or h air bad ly . 
Many , th erefore, 
wou ld ru n away ; 
become “fiy mas," 
th at is, tramps, th rou gh wh om th o 
tramp natu re lias been perpetu ated . 
Th e old nativ es of Great Britain were 
sh ort, d ark people—Basq u es, say some, 
Eskimo say oth ers; th e tall ligh t-h aired 
Gael beat th em ou t from almost ev ery ­ 
wh ere, ex cept parts of Sou th Wales. 
Th en th e Cy mri, anoth er Celtic people, 
came across from th e Cimbric Ch er­ 
sonese (Denmark), land ed in Aberd een, 
spread ov er Scotland as Piets, and , 
coming sou th ward , were met by th o 
tid o of » Sax on, or (as new ligh ts prefer 
to call it) “English ,” inv asion, and 
tu rned asid e into th e Wales. 
In Sax on times th e beggar, u nless h e 
fou nd refu ge iu one of th em th inly 
scattered monasteries was in ev il case. 
He belonged to th o d angerou s tribe of 
“masterless” men, people for wh om no 
one was answerable; and th ose wh o 
sh eltered h im were fain to d o it by 
stealth , for if a man stay ed with y ou 
more th an a cou ple of d ay s y ou were 
accou ntable not only for any th ing h o 
migh t th en d o bu t also for h is anteced ­ 
ents. 
In King Ed gar’s canons (d rawn u p by 
Du nstan), th e tru e ru le for feasting is 
laid d own: 
“Wh en one fasts lot th o 
d ish es th at wou ld h av e beon eaton be 
God s poor.” 
Th e 
a v olu ntary ch arge, 
th ree parts—one for 
anoth er for th e poor 
and for strangers (of wh om many were 
wand ering monks), anoth er for th e 
priest. 
One cau so wh ich swelled th o army of 
tramps was th at wh en, on h is d eath bed , 
a master freed h is slav es th ey became 
th o “men” (serfs) of h is h eir, instead of 
being al>le to go wh ore and liv e u nd er 
wh om th ey pleased . 
Of cou rse, if th e 
h eir was a h ard man th ere wou ld bo a 
stamped e of h is serfs, wh oso position, 
little abov e th at of bond smen, mad e th e 
])ersonal ch aracter of th eir master all 
important. 
In many parish books abou t th ree 
h u nd red y ears ago, we find su ch entries 
as th ese: 
“Pay d for wippin tow pore folk, ijd .” 
“Pay d and giv en to a poro man and 
h is witt th at was wipped , iiijd .” 
Th is was d ou ble th e u su al tariff, wh ich 
is represented b y : “Gav e th e tow wh en 
th ey went, ijd ," 
Tartars u s Uo> cotters. 
I sh ou ld not for a moment imagine 
th at th e Crim Tartars h av e learned 
mu ch of th e Irish agrarian science 
of boy cotting th rou gh th o ch annels 
of tne Ru ssian press, as th e Ru s­ 
sian v ernacu lar is only v ery imper­ 
fectly u nd erstood among th em. 
Yet 
th ey h av o d ev eloped d u ring recent 
y ears a sy stem of boy cotting th e Ger­ 
man proprietors in th e Crimea wh ich 
appears to h av e been h igh ly su ccessfu l.

ant of one of th e old Tarta» * ch ieftain 
families, th ings went smooth ly . A Ger­ 
man agricu ltu rist with capital a few 
y ears ago d iscov er© 1 in th ese broad 
tracts and ch eap bargains a promising 
field for enterprise, with th o prospect 
nev er absent from th e Ru sso-German’s 
v ision of grad u ally ou sting au d su p­ 
planting th e nativ e. Th is, h owev er, re­ 
q u ired timo, bu t th e German reckoned 
on th e long-su ffering patience of th e 
ind u striou s, sober, ignorant, ar.d stolid - 
looking Mong >lian laborer. Th o resu lt 
h as prov ed th e German proprietor to 
h av e been a long way ou t of h is san­ 
gu ine reckoning. 
In many cases h o 
acq u ired estates cov ering areas of from 


all d istribu ted to 
tith e, as y et only 
wag d iv id ed into 
th e ch u rch fabric, 


5 0,000 to 2 00,000 acres, bu t th e 
entry 
of th e German into th e possession of 
h is estates was th e signal for a rapid 
migration of ev ery Tartar laborer and 
h erd sman. 
Th e Tartar proprietors, 
wh o were h is neigh bors, refu sed th e 
serv ices of th eir h orses, ox en, and cam­ 
els at any price, no matter h ow tem pt­ 
ing. 
Th e store-keepera in th e neigh ­ 
boring towns and fairs wou ld not su p­ 
ply th e German’s wants. 
Th is Tartar 
boy cotting h as now su cceed ed in d riv ­ 
ing th e greator nu mber of th e German 
proprietors to aband on th eir estates aDd 
h old ings at ru inou s losses. 
Th e Gov ­ 
ernor of th e d istrict h as now su bmitted 
a project to th e Imperial Gov ernment 
for th e repu rch ase of th ese land s and 
th eir d iv ision among th e Tartars. 
It 
is fu rth er proposed th at in ad d ition to 
th ese Crown grants of small h old ings to 
some 2 5 ,000 Tartars th o Gov ernment 
sh all in all necessitou s cases su pply 
each Tartar family with a few necessary 
agricu ltu ral implements and a y oke of 
ox en. 
Th ere is little d ou bt th at th is 
project will not bo accepted by th e 
Gov ernment.—Lo n d o n Da ily News. 


Tru ckee Ind ians. 
In and abou t Tru ckee th ero are some 
15 0 Ind ians of th e Wash oe tribe wh o 
d iffer from th e ru n of red men in th at 
someth ing can be said to th eir cred it. 
For th o greater part of th e y ear th ey 
wand er abou t in q u est of game, fish , 
and th e pine nu ts, or soed , wh ich th ey 
grind into flou r; bu t ju st at th is season 
th ey gath er in town, wh ere th e bu cks 
find h onest employ ment in cu tting u p 
th e winter’s su pply of fu el for wh ite 
resid ents, and th e sq u aws in wash ing 
cloth es. 
In th ese d ay s th o y ard s of all prov i­ 
d ent Tru ckee people are cu mbered 
with h u gh piles of “slabs,” “bu tts," 
and oth er refu so from th e logging 
camps, and , os a general th ing, y ou 
will see a straigh t-h aired Ind ian wrest­ 
ling with ax and saw to ch ange th e 
u nwield ly ch u nks of wood into mania- 
ble sticks. 
Ind ians are, as a ru le, so 
sh iftless and id le th at th e spectacle of 
th ese toiling aborigines is one wh ich 
consid erably startles 
a stranger in 
town. Th o sq u aws, on th eir sid e, h ero­ 
ically ov ercome th eir inborn abh orrence 
for l>oth soap and h ard labor by d oing 
family wash ing, and th ey d o it v ery 
well in a plain sort of way . 
Th e moral regeneration of th o In­ 
d ians in Tru ckee d ates from th e time 
wh en th e Ch inese wero d riv en ou t of 
th is mou ntain v illage. 
Before th at 
h appy ev ont th e Iu d ians th ere pos­ 
sessed all th e u nploasant q u alities of 
th eir broth ers of th e forests and plains; 
th ey begged , stole, and mad e th emselv es 
d isagreeable in th e acceptod aboriginal 
fash ion. Bu t wh en th e Ch inese, d efer­ 
ring to th e wish es of th e commu nity , 
consid erately left, th e Ind ians seemed 
to acq u ire a sense of th eir importance 
in th e social bod y 
and 
accepted 
proffered employ ment with incred ible 
read iness. 
As workmen th oy h av e bu t one, and 
th at a pard onable, fau lt—th ey are ex ­ 
tremely sensitiv o. 
Th ey mu st be ap­ 
proach ed with h oney od word s, for th ey 
are by natu re d isposed to rev olt against 
th e menial officos wh ich in d efianco of 
ancestral preju d ices th ey h av e come to 
fu lfil. 
If y ou sh ou ld say to one of 
th em imperativ ely , “1 want y ou to come 
and cu t my wood ," h e wou ld tu rn cold ly 
away from y ou . 
Wh en an Ind ian cu ts 
wood h e d oes not receiv e, h e accord s a 
fav or, and h o proposos to h av e th at 
fact d istinctly u nd erstood . 
It is some­ 
th ing, h o th inks, to h av o th e d escend ­ 
ants of a long line of noble warriors 
laboring h u mbly at y ou r wood pile, and 
th ere is, h o th inks, an aristocratic tone 
oth erwise u nattainable abou t th o wood 
wh ich h o h as cu t. 
Bo th oso wh o know th o Ind ian as h e 
is will nev er say to h im: 
“I want y ou 
to comejind cu t my wood ." 
Th ey let 
th o Ind ian know, with a pretense of u n- 
premed itation, th at th ey h av e wood to 
cu t and th ey wond er d reamily , if th ere 
is any bod y in th o United States wh o 
wou ld be u nselfish enou gh to take th e 
job at su ch and su ch a wage. 
Wh en 
th u s ad d ressed th e Ind ian will, in most 
cases, y ield to a magnanimou s impu lse 
and consent, with some h au gh tiness, to 
d o it h imself. 
Still, one may say th ere is h ope for 
th e Wash oe Ind ian in Tru ckee.—S a n 
Fra n cisco Exa min er.

Th e Emperor of Delh i once mou nted 
ligh t gu ns on th e back of eleph ants, 
bu t th o animals mov ed so slowly and 
th o d ifficu lty of getting th e arms in 
proper range was so great th at th is form 
of artillery mou nting was giv en u p as a 
failu re. 
Hannibal mad e perh aps more effec­ 
tiv e u se of eleph ants th an any oth er 
General, h av ing eigh ty of th em at th o 
battle of Zau ra. 
In th is instance th ey 
were mad e effectiv e against cav alry , 
for h orses were afraid to stand against 
th em, bu t th oy were of no av ail against 
d isciplined inf ran try .

A fter telling the commis­ 
sion that the freight classification u nder 
the inter-state law was vastly more exten­ 
sive than In i' .ire, the nu m ber of stations into 
which it ap p lied having increased from 6)0 
or TOO to 10,000, he gave statistics showing 
the different character of car-load freight 
rates and less than car-load freight rates, 
and stated that u nder the former a gu arantee 
was given for u tilizing the fu ll cap acity of 
the car, while the miscellaneou s traffic was 
u ncertain and 
comp aratively 
exp ensive.

load qu antities, only from five and a half to 
seven and a half tons of misccdlanootH,freight 
cou ld actu ally lie loaded in a single ear.

qu antities, which he said showed that the 
latter cost from 50 to 100 p er cent, more than 
1 he former, leaving ou t of consideration the 
additional cost of handling at stations.

THEMSELVES, 


K ill One P assenger and Sev erely W ound a 


D ozen O thers— A F righ tfu l T rip D ow n a 


Steep G rade W ith C haos and D eath at 


th e B ottom —T he N aked L am p and th e 


M iner*—Starv ing by Inches. 


St. P aul , Jan. 28.—A terrible accident oc­ 
curred on the cable car line in this city Fri­ 
day afternoon about 2 o’clock, which result­ 
ed in one fatality and seriously injured sev­ 
eral p ersons. 
The cable line has been in 
op eration but six days, but the accident was 
not unexp ected, as the line was built over St. 
Anthony hill at a very steep grade. 
At the 


foot of the hill was a very sharp curve, and 
at this p oint the accident occurred. From the 
most intelligent accounts of the accident it 
ap p ears that the cars bad fairly got started 
down the hill when control of them was 
lost. 
The grip slip p ed on the cable and 
the cars came down the hill at a tre­ 
mendous rate of sp eed. 
At the curve on 
Third 
street the 
imp etus 
threw 
the 
train from the track, and the cars rolled 
over and over, shattering every window in 
the p assenger coaeli.but not materially dam­ 
aging the grip car. 
An immense crowd of 
p eop le quickly congregated, and messages 
were at once sent to p hysicians and the p o­ 
lice, while willing hands carried the injured 
into adjoining houses. 
Tue p assenger coach 
was filled with p eop le, many standing in the 
aisles. 
The car was closed, and when it 
wet over its occup ants were thrown about in 
great confusion. When the grip at last broke 
iooso the car stop p ed, doors were broken 
op en, and the p eop le dragged out. 
M. L, Saunders, assistant treasurer of the 
Northwestern Fuel comp any, occup ied 
a 
seat in the middle of the car and was driven 
through a window and crushed beneath the 
coach. 
ILs skull was fractured and he suf­ 
fered 
internal 
injuries 
from 
which 
he died soon after reaching his residence. He 
was married and a highly resp ected citizen. 
One of the saddest cases was that of Louis 
Hebert, a boy 15 years of age. 
When t lie 
car went over he fell in such 
way that his 
hand was comp letely’ severed from his arm, 
and the limb was torn loose at the shoulder. 
He also su{fera l internal injuries, and p hysi­ 
cians have but little hop e of his recovery. 
Tue 
boy was a 
nep hew’ 
of 
Chief of 
Hoi ice Clark, 
and 
his 
p arents 
are at 
p resent in California. 
Mrs. Charles H e le, a 
p rominent society lady*, suffered internal in­ 
juries, and may not survive them. 
Miss 
Thors on, of Milwaukee, and Mrs. Siemens, 
her chap erone, visiting the carnival, were 
on the train and wore severely cut about the 
face, but are not dangerously injured. 
Miss 
Thorsou was thrown against a stove and 
wedged there by the body of a heavy man. 
She was severely bruised about the limbs 
and body'. 
T. J, Meyst, .-up orintendent of 
Kellogg’s p riming establishment, had his 
knee shattered, and anq utation may bo nec­ 
essary’. 
These are ttie p eop le who sulfjred 
most seriously. 
There were others who were badly cut 
about the face by* broken glib s and who 
were seriously bruised, as follows; I.

The wreck hap p ened near Seven 
Corners, a business locality, and hundreds of 
p eop le were immediately on the ground, 
crowding around wounded

shrieks and groans filled the air. 
The snow 
was streaked with blood and women fainted 
at the horrible sight. 
The accident was caused bv the grip being 
unable to grasp the cable, which was coated 
with frost and ice. 
No blame is attache I to 
the emp loyes of the road, who di I all in 
their p ower to stop the terrible sjM» ed of the 
cars.

A n e w mode of telographing was re­ 
cently tried by tho military au thorities 
of Belgiu m. 
It is a combination of the 
electric and optic telegraph. 
The op­ 
tic 
station is made u p of 
a bal­ 
loon held at any height abov e tbe 
grou nd. 
Inside of tlie boat floated by 
tho balloon, or on the bottom of the 
lx iat, six electric lamps were attached, 
which were connected with an electric 
battery on the grou nd by means of 
wires ru nning along the rope which 
held the balloon captiv e. 
On tho 
grou nd there was a Morse telegraphic 
apparatu s. 
An ex perienced operator 
spelled a message, the characters of 
which are registered on a common 
Morse apparatu s by shorter and longer 
strokes u pon a ru nning band of paper. 
Tbe shorter or longer tho line is on 
papor the shorter or longer is the time 
corresponding to it du ring which the 
electric cu rrent is working. 
Instead of 
marking time on paper, the apparatu s 
u sed at tho ex periments made at Ant­ 
werp keeps the six lamps attached to 
the balloon blazing in bright light. Any 
man u nderstanding the Morse alphabet 
is able to read the characters giv en by 
tbe su ccessiv e flashes of light of the 
electric lamps. 
A nu mber of mossages 
wero thu s spelled and correctly read by 
posts at distances of sev eral miles. The 
balloon was only somo 300 feet abov e 
grou nd. 
The higher it is allowed to 
ascend tho greater is the distance at 
which its characters can be seen and 
u nderstood.

The first ev idence of the coming 
power of this remarkable man, say s a 
writer in the Co u rier-Jo u rn a l, 
was ex ­ 
hibited at Willington, a small v illage 
in Abbev ille District (as the present 
cou nties were then called). Sou th Caro­ 
lina. 
Gen. George McDu ffie, the only 
representativ e of Demosthenos in this 
cou ntry since Patrick Henry , liv ed near 
there. 
McDu ffie was harnessed light­ 
ning. 
He forged the chain of logic at 
a white heat. 
He was tho most nerv ­ 
ou s, impassioned, and thrilling tribu ne 
of the people of that day . 
Ho demon­ 
strated the political problems as Eu clid 
did geometry , while foaming at the 
mou th and screaming like a painted 
Creek Indian, 
He had married the 
only dau ghter of Dick Singleton, the 
celebrated millionaire tu rfman and rice 
planter, and he owned 400 slav es and 
made 8 00 bales of cotton a y ear. 
Ho 
had been a member of Congress, Gov ­ 
ernor 
Sou th Carolina, and x v as after­ 
ward Unitod States Senator. 
The 
people, before making u p tlieir minds 
on any political qu estion wou ld say : 
“Mr. McDu ffie is going to speak at 
Morrow s old field two weeks from now, 
and I will wait till I hear him;” and 
there they wou ld come forty and fifty 
miles, and camp ou t the night before 
to bear him, and his speech wou ld de­ 
cide the politics of tho entire cou ntry 
once a y ear. 
On this Willington occa­ 
sion it was said that “the ev erlasting- 
mou thed Bob Tdombs was coming ov er 
to meet him.” Fou r thou sand people 
were there when 
that rash y ou ng 
Georgian crossed the Sav annah to meet 
the lion in his den.to beard tbe Dou glas 
in his halls. 
Toombs rodo a horse, and 
it was remarked that his shirt bosom 
was stained with tobacco ju ice. 
Yet he 
was one of the handsomest men that 
ev er had the seal of geniu s on his 
brow. 
His head was rou nd as the 
celestial globe. 
His abu ndant, straight 
black hair hu ng in profu sion ov er his 
ample, marblo forehead. 
He had as 
many teeth as a shark, and they were 
whiter than iv ory . 
His ey es w'ere 
black as death and bigger than an ox ’s. 
His step was as gracefu l as the wild­ 
cat’s, and y et ho weighed 200 pou nds. 
His 
presence captiv ated 
ov en 
the 
idolaters of 
George McDu ffie. 
He 
bou nded into tho arena like a black­ 
maned Nu midian lion from tho u n­ 
known deserts of Middle Georgia, to 
reply to tho Oly mpian Ju piter If the 
u p-cou ntry of the 
prou d Palmetto 
State. 
It was the most memorable 
ov erthrow that McDu ffie ev er su stained. 
This was iu tho Harrison-Van Bu ren 
election 
o f 1S40. 
His argu ment, his 
inv ectiv e, his ov erbearing torrent o f 
irrev erent denu nciation, is a tradition 
in that cou ntry ev en now. 
McDu ffie 
said: 
“I hav e heard Johu Randolph, 
of Roanoke, and met Tristam Bu rgess, 
of Rhode Island, bu t this wild Georgian 
is tho Mirabeau of this age.” 
After 
that Sou th 
Carolina admitted that 
Georgia was something more than the 
refu go of Sou th 
Carolina fu gitiv es 
from ju stice. 
This was tho beginning 
of Toombs’ immortal Sou thern fame. 
Since the death of ex -Senator R. M. 
T. Hu nter,of Virginia, Senator Reagan, 
of Tex as, and ex -Gov . T. H. Watts, of 
Alabama, are tho only su rv iv ing mem­ 
bers 
Mr. Dav is’ Cabinet, 
Reagan 
was Postmaster General and Watts 
Attorney General. 
At Montgomery , 
Ala., there w*as a secret session of tho 
Cabinet to decide whether Fort Su mter 
shou ld be bombarded. 
Toombs was 
then Secretary of State, and regarded 
as tho most rash, headstrong, and 
v iolent man in the Confederacy . While 
in tho presence of Mr. Dav is the bal­ 
ance of tho Cabinet gav e their opinion 
iu fav or of tho bombardment, Mr. 
Toombs wms, as was.his cu stom, pacing 
the iioor. 
When it came his tu rn to 
ex press his opinion, to the amazement 
of all ho v ehemently opposed tho at­ 
tack,and made ono of the most remark­ 
able speeches of all bis 
Iao in opposi­ 
tion to it. 
He said it wou ld bo the 
doom of the Confederacy . 
Ho said: 
“Let Charleston go. 
Giv e u p Su mter. 
Let it be prov isioned, bu t nev er ex - 
plodo tho v olcano that is u nder ou r 
feet.” He said it was su icide and mad­ 
ness, and wou ld lose u s ov ery friend in 
all the North, and ex hibited all his 
magnificent powers in opposition to 
the attack. 
He said: 
“Mr. President, y ou will wantonly 
strike a hornets’ nest that fills the 
North from ocean to ocean, and legions, 
now qu iet, will swarm ou t to sting u s 
to death. 
It is u nnecessary ; it pu ts u s 
in the wrong; it is fatal.” 
And so it 
was, 
Toombs was the wisest and the 
greatest of nil the statesmen of tho 
Sou thern Confederacy . 


“new disease that is stealing u pon u s 
all.” Meanwhile the King pledged his 
host and departed. 
Some weeks after 
the abbot was committed to the tower 
and fed for a short space on bread and

I hav e been y ou r phy sician 
to cu re y ou of y ou r squ oezie stomach, 
and here, as I deserv e, I demand my 
fee for the same.” Too replete for 
repartee, the abbot “down with his 
du st,” and presently retu rned to Read­ 
ing if somewhat lighter in pu rse so 
mu ch moro merry in heart than when 
he came thence.—En g lish , Illu stra ted 
Ma g a zin e.

That a man’s hou se is his castle is an 
old and v ery mu ch battered tradition 
su pposed to be a common law.

that 
tho castle needs defense, 
for 
the inner fu rnishing and comfort also 
req u ire to be diligently looked after. 
When this is done, for “castle” we su b­ 
stitu te the word “home.” 
And the 
home shou ld be in the highest sense 
the “castle,” for man, woman, and 
child. 
That good old hou sehold word 
comes to u s from tho Sax on and tho 
relativ e langu ages;

world is at home. 
An old English poet 
say s, “home is the sacred refu go of 
life,” and no modern poet lau reate, or 
other, has compressed into one line 
moro tru th and poetry . 
Bu t home is what we make it. 
It 
may be a sacred refu ge, or it may be a 
mere place of call for breakfast and 
dinner, and a shelter for the sleeping 
hou rs when there x v as nothing abroad 
to keep men awake. 
It may be desti­ 
tu te of attractions, a tolerated spot in­ 
stead of a comfortable hav en. 
If this 
bo the case, the fau lt is with those who, 
by their condu ct, make it u ninv iting. 
Home may be a mere prison (well fu r­ 
nished or otherwise) for the women of 
the hou sehold, while the men look 
abroad for their interests and div er­ 
sions. 
If the women do break bou nds 
sometimes and find their amu sements 
abroad, what tru ant hu sband has a 
right to blame a tru ant wife ? 
And 
when hu sbands and wiv es are ru na­ 
gates, continu ing in scarceness, who 
need be su rprised that the children 
prefer “all ou tdoors” to all that they 
can find indoors? 
While there 1ms been a tendency 
among men to seek “clu b life,” and the 
women hav e to some degree retaliated 
by getting u p societies of their own, to 
only somo of which the latch-key or 
other “open sesame,” there nev er wa3 
a time when the apparatu s for homo 
occu pation and enjoy ment was more 
abu ndant and accessible. 
Nev er wore 
dwellings of all grades in ex pense more 
comfortable and conv enient. Whoev er 
desires to make homo attractiv e, can, 
with his wife and other women and 
girls of tho hou sehold do so. 
The mail 
in, howev er, most happy who, at the 
door as he enters, “relax es his ponder­ 
ou s strength and leans to hear,” and 
hastens tc do whatev er tho mistress of 
tho castle home directs. 
Wo are mak­ 
ing no plea, howev er, for tame and 
sleepy 
stay -at-home-itiv eness. 
Go 
abroad at proper times, men 
and 
women, and children too; only make 
homo a nice place and mu ch desired to 
come back to. 
Bu t men, women, and children hav e 
different v iews and pu rsu its. 
That is 
all the better for a u nion, where neither 
has any thing to conceal. 
The strength of a rope is in its many 
strands, and a u nited hou sehold and a 
happy one is that in which the thou ghts 
and pu rsu its of tho inmates aro well 
twined together. 
Weil, “ev ery body 
concedes that," some ono will say . 
Yes, bu t if tho concession is only iu 
words, commonplace as those ex pres­ 
sions are, there are people who do 
not act their thou ghts. 
Tho proof 
of this is fou nd in the daily story of tho 
fau lts, follies and ev en crimes of men, 
high and low, rich and poor, who did 
not get their first inspiration for ev il 
deeds at home. 
Certainly thoro aro 
some wretched homes, 
where 
tho 
spirit of ev il seems to be in possession. 
Bu t tho members of su ch hou seholds 
commonly learn their ev il ou t of doors, 
and their bad Drofieiou cy and u nited 
ex perience rev erse the lino already 
q u oted, and home is a sacred refu ge. 
Of few homes, howev er, can it be said 
that there is no good controlling infiu - 
onee iu them. 
And in all homes tliero 
is room for a constantly rising appreci­ 
ation of tho sacredness of the earliest 
bond which binds hu man beings to- 
gether—the family tie, — Led g er.

T he Rea eo n W hy H e fteeerted H ie Brido 
a nd W ent to Liv e Amo ng * the India na . 
The blank in the history of the fa­ 
mou s Hou ston has at last been filled np. 
It will be remembered that after liv ing 
for some time among the Cherokee In­ 
dians, and fighting in the war of 18 12, 
he settled in Tennessee, began to prac­ 
tice law, was twice elected to Congress, 
and in 18 27 was elected Gov ernor of 
Tennessee, and in Janu ary , 18 2J, he 
x v as married to the bolle of Tennessee, 
and in less than two months after his 
marriage he su ddenly resigned the 
Gov ernorship, deserted his wife and 
home, and disappeared. 
This created 
an intense sensation throu ghou t the 
cou ntry , as Hou ston was regarded as 
tin/ most promising man in the Sou th. 
The cau se of Hou ston’s resignation of 
the Gov ernorship; his desertion of his 
bride, and his abandonment of the path 
of civ ilization has alway s been a my s­ 
tery . 
He nev er rev ealed it himself to 
his civ ilized friends. 
A staff corre­ 
spondent of the St. Lou is liep u b lica n 
, 
sont to Tahleq u ah, I. T., to write u p 
thn Indian trou bles, obtained from u n­ 
dou bted au thority facts that clear u p 
this my stery . 
When Hou ston resigned the Gov er­ 
norship he made straight from Tennes­ 
see’s capital to the Arkansas Riv er. 
He fell in with a band of Osage Indians 
near the present site of Fort Gibson, 
told them he desired to liv o with the 
tribe, and he x v as 
welcomed. 
He 
donned a breech-clou t and blanket, 
shav ed his head to the crown, and 
dau bed his face with paint. 
He cu t 
himself off entirely from civ ilization 
and liv ed with the Indians. 
For a time lie was a leader, and mar­ 
ried an Indian girl, bu t afterx v ard he 
became a dru nkard. 
While u nder the 
influ ence of whisky he told the story of 
his flight from Tennessee to John Jor- 
ley , an Indian companion. 
Jorley told 
it to Wolf Star; and from the latter the 
correspondent got it 
Hou ston’s wife married him to please 
her parents. 
She had been prev iou sly 
engaged to a y ou ng man in Nashv ille, 
bu t, u nder parental iu flu ence, broke off 
the engagement and accepted Hou ston’s 
offer of marriage, and. in v iew of his 
prospects, it x v as thou ght she had made 
a brilliant match. 
He lov ed the y ou ng 
woman and was made to believ e that 
she retu rned his affection. 
Hou ston 
had no knowledge of the prev iou s en­ 
gagement, au d his x v ife managed to 
maintain ou tward cheerfu lness for some 
time. 
He retu rned home ono night 
abou t 11 o’clock, and his wife was in 
bed and she was weeping. 
The hu s­ 
band was solicitou s and tho wife fret­ 
fu l. 
He asked x v hat cau sed her tears, 
and she gav e no satisfactory ansx v er. 
Ho importu ned her, and at last sho told 
him. 
She said she was a bad, wicked wo­ 
man ; that she did net lov e her hu sband, 
bu t lov ed another man; that she nev er 
cou ld lov e her hu sband or forget the 
other man, and that her life was miser­ 
able. 
Sho confessed that for some time 
before she had been engaged to marry 
Hou ston she bad maintained illicit re­ 
lations with the other man. 
Hou ston 
nev er said a word, bu t immediately 
went to bis office, wrote ou t his resigna­ 
tion as Gov ernor, saddled a horse, and 
rodo into the wilderness. 
This is tho 
my stery of Hou ston’s life as rev ealed 
by himself. 
Hou ston kept a little store among 
the In lians, and alway s had a barrel of 
whisky on tap. 
He drank all the time. 
In this way he liv ed for a cou ple of 
y ears. 
He finally went to Tex as, where 
his brilliant career as a soldier in the 
Tex as x v ar, as President of tho Tex as 
Repu blic, and Senator from the State 
of Tex as is x v ell known.— S t. Lo u is 
letter. 
A Vegetable Cu tlet. 
This fu ngu s, which resembles a great 
red tongu e protru ding from 
three 
stems, when once known can nev or bo 
mistaken for au v other species. 
When 
y ou ng it is a du ll, pale pu rplish red, 
bu t becomes more rod, and passes 
throu gh brown to black as it decay s; 
the u nder side is cream color with 
minu te red points, occav sionally becom­ 
ing y ellowish red as it grows. 
It gen­ 
erally confines itself to old (and often 
prostrate) oaks; bu t in Epping forest 
it is not u ncommon on the beech, and 
it has boen observ ed on the chestnu t, 
walnu t, willow, and other trees. 
Al­ 
thou gh su ch a large fu ngu s, freq u ently 
weighing fou r to six pou nds, its growth 
is v ery rapid, soon appearing and again 
disappearing, on ancient tru nks in Au ­ 
tu mn. 
When cu t, broken, or bru ised 
it distils a copiou s rod ju ice like beef 
grav y . 
“When grilled,” say s Dr. Bad- 
ham, “it is scarcely to bo distingu ished 
from broiled m eat;” and Berkeley de­ 
scribes it as “one of the best things he 
ev er ate, when prepared by a skillfu l 
cook.” There is a v ery slight acid fla­ 
v or in the fu ngu s when cooked, which 
adds considerable piq u ancy to the dish; 
it is ex tremely tender, su ccu lent, and 
ju icy , au d resembles tender steak or 
tongu e in a remarkable manner, the 
ju ice it distils being in tasto and ap­ 
pearance like grav y from an ex cellent 
broiled ru mp steak. 
Ot cou rse it 
shou ld be gathered when q u ite y ou ng, 
fresh, and clean, and at once prepared 
for tho table in the following manner: 
Wash and dry , cu t into inch slices half­ 
inch wide, soak in scalding water for 
fiv e minu tes, and stew with bu tter and 
herbs; y olk of eggs may then bo added, 
and serv e hot or simply stew with a 
good steak, a filing a scallion and pars­ 
ley , salt and pepper.— En g lish Me­ 
ch a n ic.

* The sig nals of prosperity were flung 
lout on the fig ure of a thick-set man 
with a lustrous nose as he sat among 
this coffins and mused in his down-town 
[undertaking shop yesterday. 
There 
was an air of soft melancholy which 
veemed to pervade this man's well-fur­ 
nished office as if from habit. 
The 
hnan himself showed the remarkable 
protean faculty of reducing his facial 
expression from the flippancy of mirfch 
to the sothberness of g loom with the 
rapidity of a J ig htning chang e artist 
'The one is his social phase, the other 
his professional. 
“ Is your business a pleasant one ? ” a 
•reporter asked. 
* Undertakers are a jolly enoug h lot 
when they g et out among themselves, ” 
he replied. 
*We are much like other 
men m that respect. 
Our associations 
have their meeting s, and we always 
make out to have a g ood time. 
We g o 
to amusements the same as other folks, 
and if throats be dry and business be 
alow now and then we take a nip to 
cheer us uji . 
But, speaking from a 
strictly business point of view, I can’t 
say ’tis a pleasant trade. 
What do we 
see in it, after all, but g rief and death! 
No, I wouldn’t be an undertaker if I 
had to choose my calling over ag ain.” 
“ It is said that there are no under­ 
takers nowadays, but only funeral di­ 
rectors. Has tne name been chang ed? ” 
“ Not in the West. 
It may be that 
the name undertaker was not hig h- 
sounding enoug h for some of the East­ 
ern chaps, and they may have taken up 
‘funeral diiector,* but it don’t ‘g o’ here. 
Our associations do not countenance 
these hig h-sounding names.” 
“ What special training is required 
for an undertaker? ” 
“ All a man needs is to possess a g ood 
character to beg in with, for our calling 
is next to that of the minister. 
Then 
he may rent a room and set up shop. 
Of course it is better to beg in as an 
undertaker’s boy, like Oliver Twist, 
and learn how to* wash and prepare a 
body. 
We don’t use ice anymore now­ 
adays. 
The embalming process is all 
the g o at present. 
There is now no 
heavy and unwieldy ice bo x-just a 
little cooling board, a little g ripsack 
to carry the fluid in, and you are ready 
to answer a call. ” 
“ Is it a healthy vocation? ” 
“ Well, it has a tendency to mako a 
man blue and moroso during business 
hours; but the effect of open air exer­ 
cise more than counterbalances that. 
We are almost constantly in the open 
d r , answering calls and riding to cem- 
etries. 
Another thing I want to men­ 
tion. 
The profits aro considerable, but 
w® have so many losses that you sel­ 
dom hear of an undertaker g etting 
rich. 
In Chicag o there are about a 
¡hundred. 
Of these only four or five 
may be accounted wealthy. 
We are 
compelled to do a g reat deal of charity 
work, just like a physician. Sometimes 
we have to g et up (ostly and elaborate 
funerals, for which we know wo will 
never receive one cent. 
It may occur 
‘in the poor branch of some rich and in­ 
fluential family whose patronag e we 
don’t want to lose.” 
“ Are there not many types of g rief? ” 
“ There are. 
When a mother loses 
,her first babe it is g enerally the hard­ 
est to bear. 
For example, there is a 
marked difference between that and 
the g rief occasioned by the death of a 
mother-in-law. 
A widow will show 
more g rief than a widower as a g eneral 
rule. 
I have many outstanding bills 
ag ainst widowers w ho have their second 
wives. 
The husband or wife who 
makes the loudest demonstration of 
g rief is usually the quickest consoled 
and the 
readiest to marry ag ain. 
Another thing I have noticed. 
People 
who have been happy in the married 
state are usually anxious to enter upon 
that state ag ain when they have lost 
their partner. 
Thoso who have been 
unfortunate aro in no haste to adjust 
the matrimonial noose about their necks 
a second time. 
“ There are sometimes queer happen­ 
ing s at funerals. 
An old g entleman I 
remember, who lost his wife, went 
sound asleep at the g rave and had to be 
wakened up. 
He had evidently worn 
himself out waiting on her. 
Many 
women have superstitions about turning 
a coflin around in a room, and, to pre­ 
vent it, prefer to have it taVen out 
throug h a window. Yes, we have people 
hero with a mania for attending funer­ 
als—professional mourners. 
One is an 
old Hebrew who shows up at every big 
funeral and rides smiling ly to the cem­ 
etery. 
Then I know four or five old 
widows w ho are always on hand, asl ing 
for spare carriag es. 1 have read where 
Sydney Smith says: 
‘For the hearti­ 
est mirth and jollity in the world com­ 
mend me to the last carriage at a funer­ 
al.’ ”— Ch ica g o Ma il.

Kno wledg e Is Health. 
At the recent hygienic congress in 
Vienna, Herr von Fettenkofer urged 
the importance of a more general teach­ 
ing in the public schools of the influ­ 
ence of air, water and soil on the pub­ 
lic health. 
What scientific hygiene 
has accomplished was illustrated by 
the case of London, where, in the sev­ 
enteenth * enturv, with less than 1,0 *0,- 
00<> inhabitants, the average death-rate 
was 42 per 1,0 0 per year; while now, 
with a population of 4,000,000, it is 
less than 21 per 1,000. That is, science 
has more than doubled the average life 
Of the Londoner. 
In the Crimean war, 
the French lost 9 5,000 men, of whom 
only 20,000 were killed, whilo 75,000 
died from disease. 
In the Franco- 
German war, the effect of h g ienie 
teaching in the military schools was 
already apparent, for oat of a total 
loss to the German army of 40,8*1, 
there were only 12,2^2 deaths from 
disease.
